A recount of the votes cast at town 
election was held in the lower Town 
Hall last Saturday afternoon. As a 
result, Andrew MecTernen was elected 
selectman and overseer of the poor for 
three years by one vote. Walter S. 
Donald is assessor for three years, and 
this is the first time for years when 
these offices have been held by two 
different persons. 

Such a close vote, also, has not been 
known in years. Three ballots were 
gained by Mr. MeTernen and one 
additional one by D. S. Burns. 

This final result: was determined by 
the registrars in counting three ballots 
where the cross was placed against the 
name but not within the square. This 
action of the registrars was afterward 
referred to the State Ballot Law Com- 
missioners, who unqualifiedly approved 
the counting of these ballots, thus 
giving Mr. MecTernen a majority of one 
vote, :

BELOVED ANDOVER 


Its Attractions. Its Ornaments. 
Its Memories. 


As I visit and revisit and soon visit 
again your far-famed and justly dis- 
guished seat of learning, for no other 
purpose than to express my admiration 
amounting even to reverence, also my 
indebtedness, I wonder if it would be 
any pleasure for Andover to know how 
deeply and sincerely this shrine of the 
heart is beloved. With some knowledge 
of the whole field, I do not know of 
any other place that so takes hold of 
ils students on their affectionate side. 
To do all this experience teaches that 
a place must not be too large. A coun- 
try home grows tendrils around a man’s 
heart as a house numbered with others 
in a uniformly brick-faced block fails to 
do. A thoroughly cultivated or built-up 
country is much less beloved by its 
people than an open one that is close to 
nature. A strictly fenced locality where 
all surfaces are exclusively appropriated, 
leaving only the dusty highways to the 
people, does not gain the attachment 


that we all feel for Andover beautiful for 
situation. 


LINES CAST IN PLEASANT PLACES 

When I sing “America,” I think of 
Andover. She is what S. F. Smith 
thought of for in a nature-stroke, 
writing the words in Andover, he sings, 
“T love thy rocks and rills, thy woods 
and templed hills” just as in Whittier’s 
poems some other features of Essex 
county appear. We discern the scenery 
behind the words. This, the Swiss 
heart does, when it is pathetically 
affected in hearing in music, as if upon 
bells, “The Return of the Cows.” 
Andover was well born. She has 
beauty in her own right. My relations 
have been such, that it falls to me at 
times, having visitors from a remote 
part of the land, to entertain them and 
to show them the East. For typical 
New England towns, I have usually 


taken them to Plymouth, Concord, 
and Andover. These .three. But in 
the matter of a large, fairly well- 


trained and useful progeny, the greatest 
af these is Andover. 


ANDOVER IS DIFFERENT 


It is Arcadian. In other residential 
tocalities, it is their custom to point out 
rich men and the houses of the million- 
aires. But in Andover the homes of 
the professors were never handled as a 
commercial proposition. She has an 
entirely different code of values which 
are not pecuniary. Everything is not 
computed in terms of bankable wealth. 
Prosperity is only one word, another is 
welfare. That noun of all nouns, 
dollar, is not so often heard as the name, 
Andover. The teaching force is as 
uncommercialized as Agassiz or John 
Brown; their wealth~is their learning 
and their character.. ‘Now how much 
is he worth?’’ ‘‘He is worth a lot to his 
pupils.” Here is a community to 
which every’ member belongs with a 
conscious pledsure and pride. It de- 
velops among the residents the “We” 
feeling. In anticipation of one of my 
recent visits, I arranged with that use- 
ful, unselfish, helpful resident, Charles 
C. Carpenter, that we should canvass 
together the sacred precincts. Among 
holy places, none is holier than this. | 
had no other errand there except to see 
a great deal and to feel a great deal. | 
bow with deep veneration at the re- 
membrance of each one of the bright 
ornaments of the place. We walked 
about among the friends whom we had 
known, who were resting in God's acre. 
The inscriptions made for us a book of 
remembrance. Some _ personality tin- 
gered about the most far-away name. 
We lingered long where sleep the great 
who made themselves a record among 
the mighties. No other spot in the 
land of equal space, contains the dust 
of so much true eminence. By one of 
the ironies of history, those who differed 
most, where the contention was so 
sharp between them, like Barnabas and 
Paul, that they departed asunder, one 
from the other, come close together in 
their burial. 


ANDOVER’S CROWNING GLORY 


While in the Himalaya Mountains 
they have many exalted peaks, still 
there is one that towers above all the 
rest, Mt. Everest, the highest ascer- 
tained point on the surface of the globe. 
So at Andover there was a high general 
range of intellect, yet there existed one 
master mind that dominated the whole 
sphere. The pulpit was his throne. 
I-bad never seen a man take so high a 
position on the Mt. of God as Professor 
Park did as he rose to his own high level 
in his masterpiece, the Judas sermon. 
I remember my delight and wonder. 


He magnetized his audience. I was 
greatly drawn to him. The heart of 
the congregation touches his. Deep 


calleth unto deep. I suppose no real 
credit or desert fell to him for rising to 
his work like a giant refreshed, any more 
than belonged to Goliath, for wielding 
a spear like a weaver’s beam, in his 
mighty hand, instead of a weapon of 
ordinary size. The mark of talent is to 
do easily what is difficult for others. His 
imposing presence, his great learning, 
his genius, his uncommon gift of elo- 
quence, his fervor, | do not now de- 
seribe, after my memory of it which 
shines to me like a star, but according 
to my idea of what now it will seem to a 
stranger. It is impossible to reproduce 
his work in cold type. To attempt it is 
to spoil it. When we have seen him 
reported verbatim, that was not his 
sermon, only its ghost, its shade, its 
tenantless remains. The air about him 
became electric as he, having located 
Judas, for the time nearly in front of 
him, a little to the right, dealt with 
him as one of the foes of the household. 
IIe considered his case past praying for. 
After he had his picture well drawn, he 
put on more color and the moment he 
had him well blacked with sudden great 
dramatic effect, he sswung a perfectly 
knock-out gesture saying, “woe to that 


man by whom the Son of man is be- 
(raved! Good were it for that man if 
he had never been born.”” It needs the 
Sinai voice to get the effect. 
4 SOUL MELTED INTO A VOICE 

Passion, unabated emotion pervaded 
the great effort from the beginning to 
the end of the masterpiece. Every 
sentence, every word, had been pruned 
of every ineffective syllable, — like 
changing “penetrate” to the word of 
one syllable “pierce.” Every idea 
went to its mark like a bullet. There 
was not a cold or weak passage in it. 
In preparing his direct discourse, he 
did not stick a stake and cart material 
to it. His great thoughts were not 
drawn from without, but from his 
subject which he fathomed. He had 
depth, as someone said, for elephants 
to swim in, and places for lanbs to

wade. He seemed from the first to be 
starting a great* offensive. I took 
occasionally, great delight in a few 


moments of his company, and T always 
have congratulated myself that I lived 
for three years in the same town, and at 
the same time, with so illustrious a 
person. He is one of the stars, a planet 
I should say, in the firmament of the 
pulpit. “Go and fell his power” I 
used to say; “no one can describe it.’’ 
Everything seecmd to conspire to make 
my life’ exceptionally happy and _ for- 
tunate at Andover, knowing it at the 
zenith of its glory. Professor Park’s 
work had the element of nicety about it. 
It was fascinating. We were spell- 
bound, lost in admiration, even‘ in 
amazement. Its elegance in diction 
would make one’s sense of beauty ache. 
“Tonor is the substance of my story” 
said the imposing, majestic, uplifting 
man, starting on his moving recital, 
told in his unique felicitous style? with 
utterance broken by emotion, of the 
life and death of Miss McKeen, of 
Abbot Academy, of whose board of 
trustees he had been president for 
thirty years. That trinity of qualities, 
wisdom, eloquence and pathos, swept 
everything. Rhetoric cannot be shut up 
in a book. Its play of words, even 
in a sympathetic auditory, and among 
vibrant hearers, even while it sparkles, 
dies.

Letter of Thanks for Christmas 
Greetings 


This letter from antAndover man who 
went to the World’s War to take the 
place of his brother whose life was lost 
on a submarine, primarily sends thanks 
for the Christmas Greetings. It also 
contains other news interesting ‘to 
Andover persons. 

February, 1919 
Epsom, England, 
Mr. J. N. Cole. 

Dear Sir: 

Just received your Christmas Greet- 
ings to-day, for which I must thank 
you, — also the Red Cross whose gene- 
rosity regarding comforts, were .much 
appreciated by all the men who were in 
receipt of such. 

-I expect to be home in March. 1 
came out of the front line, November 
8, 1918, gassed, and have been in 
hospitals ever since, receiving different 
treatments. I am longing to get back to 
my wife and three children whom I left 
behind in Andover when I went to take 
part in this World’s War. I joined up 
to take my brother's place, and am 
considered lucky to be alive. You see, 
I am in the Canadian Black Watch, and 
Fritz doesn’t like “The Ladies from 
Hell”, of which I (an Andover man) 
am proud to be a member. If it be 
my luck to get back, I will always 
remember little old patriotic Andover. 
I was employed as machinist by Smith 
and Dove Manufacturing Company, 
serving my apprenticeship in Belfast, 
Ireland, where my people are now. 

I met some Lawrence boys over here, 
and we talked so much about Andover, 
Lawrence, etc., that we did not hear 
the bugle call for supper. So we tossed 
up to see who would buy the supper. I 
was the loser and had to provide the 
eats, and it was the best supper we have 
had in a long time. But of course, any 
time I meet my pals, | make sure to 
have our conversation between meals. 

Give my regards to all Andover’s 
good people, whose services for the 
boys over there will never be forgotten. 

My brother lost his life on H. M. 
Submarine K 13, which was cut in two 
by H. M. S. Fearless on January 31, 
1918, so I gave in my notice at the mill 
and joined up for revenge, which'I got. 

Here’s hoping to hear the old mill 
whistle soon.

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How Velvet Beans Help the Soil 


A striking illustratjon of the value of 
velvet beans — that popular southern 
crop — for fertilizing purposes is shown 
by a demonstration held by the agricul- 
tural agent of Jefferson Parish. In this 
demonstration the velvet beans made 
the difference between success and 
almost complete fvilure in growing 
cauliflower. The agent reports that the 
cauliflower plants on land where velvet 
beans had grown were four or five times 
larger and the stand more than 100 per 
cent better than on land where the 
beans had not grown. In St. Helena 
Parish the agricultural agent interested 
the club boys in growing velvet beans, 
and one of them grew 5,000 pounds of 
the beans in the hull on one acre. 
Several men in that parish picked 
from their corn and bean demonstra- 
tion plots from 2,000 to 4,000 pounds 
of beans last fall. (From Louisiana 
State University Press Bulletin, Janu- 
ary 16, 1919).

Open Winter—Injured Highways 
There have been many reasons why 
| New England people have rejoiced over 
the weather during the past’ winter. 
Over and over again we have’ heard 
people expressing satisfaction about the 
}small amount of coal used, the differ- 
ence between the calls of winter of all 
sorts betweenthis year and last, and all 
of us have aequieseed, 

There is evidence in the approaching 
springtime that not all of the good 
things that we all have rejoiced ever in 
connection with the past winter were as 
satisfactory as we might wish in their 
results shown al the present time. For 
example, highways, without the pro- 
tection of snow and ice and steady 
frozen surface, are coming out of the | 
winter season in a much more serious 
condition than for many years. This is 
particularly true with relation to ma- 
cadam roads where frost’ has gotten 
underneath the surface and now. is 
heaving and throwing the surface in | 
Many spots in a way to cause very great | 
expense for repairs and reconstruction. 

No one at the last town meeting had 
any real issue with those who wanted a | 
lot of money spent on the local highways. 
No one with any sense could have any | 
issue with that desire, because the high- 
way problem is as serious a one as we 
have in our whole governmental job at 
the present time. The trouble was and | 
is that’ this task is getting ahead of us 
every vear, and there are many people | 
who believe one of the reasons why it is 


getting ahead is that we are not keeping 
our methods of caring for highways up 
to the requirements of the sérvice the | 
highways qught to perform. Some way 


has got to be found so that we are not | 
going to have the frost heaving them and 
so that we are not going to have the | 
surface so easily destroyed, and when | 
one sees the situation as it is at the | 

present time affecting roads all over the | 

state there is reason to query whether we | 
are showing as much Yankee ingenuity 
inmeeting this problem as we really | 
ought and as our reputation seems to } 
demand that we should.

Dear Madam: 

On January 16th we received the fol- 
lowing cablegram from Dr. Putnam, 
who is now in France: 

“Demand for books unbelievably 

great and supply inadequate. Rush 

all possible shipments.” 
One month later we received a still more 
urgent appeal: 

“Urge everything possible to stimu- 

late book and magazine donations. 

Need never greater than present, 

At least million more fiction and 

miscellaneous books demanded 

within next six months to main- 
tain army morale.” 

In addition to this demand from 
France, we at this office have to provide 
for home-coming transports, as well as 
place libraries on board every naval 
vessel that touches the port of Boston. 

At a time when the demand for books 
is greater than during the period of 
actual hostilities, we have to report a 
most serious falling off in the supply of 
gift books and magazines. Through 
talks and correspondence with various 
librarians, | feel sure that not only the 
general public, but many of the li- 
brarians themselves, do not fully grasp 
the seriousness of our needs. °. There 
must be no let-up in the work in. the 
local appeals. I cannot believe that the 
public, who weleome the home-coming 
troops so enthusiastically, would be deaf 
to Our appeals on behalf of the gallant 
ads left on the other side. New Eng- 
land people are made of different stuff, 

I urge upon you to use every means in 
your power to stimulate loéal interest in 
our work. Around Boston and else- 
where we are having book drives*in all 
the principal schools. Our slogan is 
“One child one book.” This is some- 
thing definite, and I believe. that. if, you 
could adopt this plan in your city, good 
results would be forthcoming. 

As you know, we do not want ju- 
veniles, nor Greek and Latin textbooks, 
nor antiquated books of any kind. 
do we want volumes so dilapidated and 
unclean that they would not be con- 
sidered fit for the shelves of a public 
library or of a private home. 

Let urgency be your watchword; for 
“the gives twice who gives quickly.”

Dear Mr. Stearns: 

It is but five o'clock, rather a funny 
hour, I admit, for a man to be writing a 
letter. But during the past four hours 
I have been continually reminded of the 
old school on the hill. 1 was on guard, 
my part extending along the east bank 
of the Rhine, just outside of the town 
of Honmfingen. Every hour the bell in 
the tower of the old church ‘would ring, 
so like the ring of the bell that sum- 
moned us to classes that it swung my 
thoughts towards Andover.

Then we entered the great war, and, 
true to the Andover spirit and fight, 
those boys answered the call. Some of 
those friends have gone West. No 
doubt you ‘have received notice to that 
effect. Just before we went into the 
battle of Champagne I saw “Tech” 
Dines. He told me how Hord and 
Bradley had been wounded and. how 
some of the others had’ died. All the 
way up to the front we talked of our 
days on the hill and what a wonderful 
time:we would have when we got back. 
The next day we started the battle of 
Champagne, my company on the right 
of ‘“Teck’s.” For twelve days we 
fought, crossing sheH-torn fields lined 
with dead. We-gained our objective but 
held the line but a day, when the 36th 
Division came in to relieve us, but as 
part of these men had got lost coming 
up, we were ordered to stay in support of 
them until the rest of their men arrived. 
The next morning this new division 
started over the top, but owing to the 
fact that this was a new division and 
under fire for the first time, they hadn’t 
gone far when they sent forghelp. We 
immediately started over, “crossing a 
field where the machine-gun bullets 
were as thick as rain and high explosive 
shells were landing every few feet. It 
wis while we were crossing the field that 
a large shell came over and hit Dines, 
and we couldn’t find a piece of him 
a‘terwards. It is such memories as these 
that keep the fire of hate burning within 
each man’s heart. We are now situated 
in a small town on the river Rhine. We 
are living right in with the Dutch, 
sleeping in their beds and making our- 
selves at home as much as possible. The 
people are very good to us, as they even 
go out of their way to wait upon us; 
but still you can see that down deep in 
their hearts they hate us. The country 
is certainly beautiful, as the hills with 
their sides of jagged rocks are very high, 
and no doubt in summer this will be a 
very pleasant place to stay; but just at 
present we are thinking of getting home.

Dear Mr. Stearns: 

I have started to write you often, but 
time is mighty slim here to write all one’s 
friends, and I am ashamed to say that 
since I arrived here nearly eight months 
ago I have written to few beyond my 
immediate family. I think you can 
understand what I mean by ‘‘few”. As 
you can imagine we were a pretty busy 
crowd in the A. E. F. until that wonder- 


ful day and hour which meant so much to 


us all. 

If you recall my reasons for entering 
the service you will remember my speak- 
ing of my brother, MacCrea. He was 
brought down on the 18th of September 
by Richtoflen, the most famous of 
German aviators. Since then we have 
found or heard nothing, though every 
channel has been searched for some clue 
of him. I am more than glad now for 
what I have done, for now that I am on 
the ground J am in a position to find out 
many things in regard to him that other- 
wise would remain unknown to us. We 
have had little satisfaction from any 
source, but hope soon to find that which 
we are so desirous of knowing. 

At last we are in the places which you 
read about—where there are barracks, 
all whitewashed, with real stoves that 
burn, and bunks, and a Y.M.C.A. with 
a theatre, etc. Even though it is cold 
and frozen outside we are really com- 
fortable. But still the gas signal hangs 
without the door, recalling its sombre 
use in days now gone; and we have to 
watch our steps, for ‘‘duds’” are 
numerous and they are things which few 
care to tamper with. Our present 
location is just behind Verdun. Our 
next we hope will be New York, or any 
port, for ‘Be it ever so humble, there’s 
no place like home.” 

One thing I have learned and appre- 
ciate more than ever since coming over 
here is the value of education. * * * * 
I want just to tell you that always old 
P. A. has been in my mind as in the 
minds of 4ll who are here and have been 
associated with the old school. 

Some weeks ago while on a trip to 


Newchateau I met ‘ Wake” Minor driv- 
ing down the street in one of the Red 
Cross Fords. He was certainly a wel- 
come man, being the first I have met in 
my eight months here. He looked fine 
and expressed a desire to remain in 
France—but me for the U. S. 

My best regards to any of the old boys 
in school and my professors, all of whom 
I hope to see soon.

Big Packer as War Time Aid 

A new idea of the great part played 
in feeding the allied forces in Europe is 
given in the 1919 Year Book of Swift & 
Company, which has just been issued. 

In 1918 these products shipped abroad 
totaled 590,359,769 pounds — more 
than three times the amount shipped in 
1914, the first year of the war. The 
pork product shipments tota'ed 1,691,- 
154,529 pounds as against 921,913,029 
in 1914 — an increase of 83 per cent. 

During the year ending November 1,

“The meat for Europe has gone in 
fleets of vessels under convoy, and the 
Food Administration has often been 
unable to know very far in advance when 
cargo space would be available. For 
this reason Swift & Company has 
frequently been notified that a certain 
number of millions of pounds Would be 
wanted at a certain port within a few 
days. Swift & Company has often had 
shipments on the way to the seaboard 
within a few hours after the orders 
have been received, and believes that 
it has met with signal success in the 
filing of such rush orders. .

A last call for books has been sent out 
to the Libraries.

The 
War is over, and we are apt to forget 
that in the hospitals and in the camps 
are men who need more than ever, to 
find books and reading matter at their 
disposal. 


Dr. Livingston Farrand, the newly 
appointed chairman of the Central 
Committee of the American Red Cross, 
in his address to the staff at the Na- 
tional Headquarters, emphasized es- 
pecially, the fact that “the great work 
already done by the American Red 
Cross fades into insignificance when 
compared with the possibilities of the 
future,’’ 

Those tasks which await Red Cross 
Heads and workers of course are stu- 
pendous, but it seems to the humble 
perceptions of The ‘Townswoman, that 
the work already done by those brave 
workers can never fade into insigni- 
ficance. Those first months of the 
War, when life could count nothing for 
those who went to help; when organiza- 
tion and system and experience were 
lacking; when thoughts of remuneration 
were farthest from the thoughts of those 
who sacrificed all, not because they had 
to, but because something big inside of 
them called; when quick decision, hard 
manual labor, sleepless nights and 
personal discomforts must be all in all 
— those first months of War meant to 
those Red- Cross workers, and to the 
world, something which can never be 
insignificant or forgotten. 

But — now the “inspration of 
the guns” is lacking, the thrills and 
freshness all have gone, and yet the 
old morale must be maintained. That 
is why the work of the future must be 
so great and difficult. The stimulus of 
war is gone, but what follows in war's 
train demands a stimulated enthusiastic 
backing. How enthusiastic this backing 
will be, how generously the responses to 
the calls will come, will indicate the 
real true calibre of our people. In the 
“cold gray dawn of the morning after’ 
—then comes the test. Marching 
without a band, can we do it? 


Dr. Farrand thinks we can. He says: 

“After having been away from home 
for nearly two years, I hardly recognize 
it as IT return. On every side I find | 
people thinking new thoughts; I find) 
people filled with new inspirations, I 
find people, Lo whom such an idea had | 
never occurred, recognizing that after 
all perhaps the best thing in the world 
is in being able to serve — serving not 
their own interest, but the interests of 
others, of the country, and of the world
